LONDON, Nov. 8.—(British Wireless Service)—Two hun- 
dred thousand prisoners were taken by the British on the west- 
ern front from January 1 to November 5, inclusive, according 
to official announcernent made in the House of Commons last 
night. In the same period the French captured 140,000, the 
Americans 50,000 and the Belgians 15,000.

Epidemic Influenza 


Instructions Regarding Care 
of Sick Persons 


_ Since thousands of people are nursing influenza patients 
in the province, the following instructions will be of value: 


1—FRESH AIR is the most essential requisite to the 
comfort and well-being of patients, no matter 
how ill. 


2—REST in bed for three days after fever has gone 
is urged to prevent complications. 


3—PNEUMONIA CASES should not be kept in the 
same room with uncomplicated influenza cases. 


4—NOURISHING FOOD at regular intervals. 
6—Plenty of WATER or lemonade. 


6—GENERAL UNWORRIED SERVICE: Avoid 
chattering, nagging or questioning; anticipate 
wants of sickest patients, convalescents usually 
ask for what they want; keep the patients in iso- 
lated room, in separate beds; keep patient in bed 
all the time (this means patient must not get up 
to go to the bathroom) ; two or three pillows ar- 
ranged step fashion, the lowest well under the 
shoulders, will make breathing easier; keep the 
arms and shoulders well covered; ventilate the 
room freely; at the outset, headache and back- 
ache are frequent; cold cloths (moist, but not 
dripping) to the head, changed frequently, give 
some relief; avoid anything that might cause 
the slightest chill. 


CARE OF MOUTH—A mouth wash every few hours and 
cold cream to the lips help to keep the mouth in a normal 
condition. 

If patient is extremely weak, swab the teeth carefully with 
moistened cotton applications three times daily. 

COUGH—Patient should keep mouth covered when cough- 
ing. Paper napkins or three thicknesses of toilet paper, used 
only once, are safer and better than rags or handkerchiefs. 
Keep a small paper bag pinned to bedside, within easy reach 
of patient’s hand, to receive the used napkins. Change bag 
at least twice daily, or whenever it becomes half full. 

The invisible spray from the mouth and nose dnring 
coughing and sneezing is as dangerous as visible expectoration, 
Convalescent patients can be masked; weak patients are an- 
noyed by them. 

FOOD—For the unhappy, feverish patients, liquid. diet, 
hot or cold, as preferred—milk, lemonade, weak tea and coffee, 
broths. For the convalescent and patients not feverish, soft 
diet—gruels, cooked cereals, milk toast, jellies, soft boiled 
eggs, ete. 

Food may be kept warm in a thermos bottle, 

All patients should drink some water every hour when 
awake. 

PRECAUTIONS—Al!] mouth washes, bath water, exeta, 
and uneaten liquid food should be thrown into the toilet by 
the attendant. ; 

All bags, napkins, scraps of uneaten food, mouth swab, 
ete., should be wrapped in clean newspaper before being car. 
ried to the kitchen to be destroyed by burning. 

All linen—sheets, masks, towels, ete., should be submerged 
in a large kettle of cold water in the sickroom, or put in a 
pillow-slip or laundry bag. This can be safely carried to the 
kitchen stove, and when contents have been boiled five:minutes 
anyone may finish caring for the linen, When attendant can- 
not stop to wash her own hands, door knobs, faucets, ete., 
should be protected by scraps of newspaper, which may be de- 
stroyed after each using. ; 

ATTENDANTS MUST BE CONSTANTLY MASKED- 
must wear big allover aprons in sickroom, changing it to a dif. 
ferent one always before entering any other part of the house. 
Attendant must have facilities for washing her own hands, 
soap, nail-brush and paper towels, in clean place, and never 
touch the patient or patient’s utensils without afterward 
cleansing her own hands thoroughly, Running water is better 
and safer than a basin of weak disinfectant kept for the hands 
alone, ' 
Everything used for the patient should be kept separate 
from the supplies for the rest of the household, This means 
dishes, bed linen, bath wraps, towels, face cloths, roeking 
chair, ete. 

Families can help visiting nurses and aids by having hot 
water, towels and newspapers ready when nurses are expected.

The Might of Right. 


An armistice is not a peace 
treaty. It is only an agreement 
to stop fighting, either for a stated 
period or indefinitely, The Allies 
have not made peace with Bulgar- 
ia, Turkey, and Austria. They have 
only consented to stop killing 


Bulgarian, Turkish, and Austrian | 


soldiers and waging war upon the 
peoples of these countries, on cer- 
tain defined conditions, What con- 
ditions the allies will concede to 
these peoples as the basis of per- 
manent peace remain to be seen. 
The terms of the armistices are 
such as to leave this decision in 
the discretion of the Allies, abso- 
lutely. The Bulgarians, the Turks 
and the Austrians have waived the 
claim to negotiate peace treaties 
They have divested themselves of 
the power to enforce their own 
views or to resist the proposals of 
the Allies. Their fate has passed 


out of their own hands, and rests | 


with their conquerors. Against op 
pression and tryanny—the treat- 
ment they conspired to impose upon 
other nations—they have no guar- 
antee save the principles of justice 
and humanity which govern the 
purposes of the Allied powers. 
Having taken arms to crush right 
by might, they themselves have 
been crushed by the might of 
right. 


Lese Majeste! 

Berlin professes surprise that 
the Allies have not stopped bomb- 
ing German military works be- 
cause German airmen have stop- 
ped bombing Allied cities. Surprise 
along that line will do Berlin good, 
and it is to be hoped it gets plenty. 
It will help to dislodge the idea 
that Berlin is a law unto itself, 
and can also lay down the law for 
the Allies. Berlin began the war 
by the throwing all chivalrous 
conventions overboard, and pro- 
claiming the doctrine that ‘‘neces- 
sity knows no law;’’ and has mur- 
dered civilians wholesale, relyine 
steadfastly on the conviction that 
the Allies were too soft-hearted or 
soft-headed to risk killing German 
civilians by bombing military 
bases and centres in Germany. So 
long as the Allies fulfilled Berlin's 
confidence in their mercifulness, 
by refraining from bombing Ger- 
man centres of war activity, Ger- 
man airmen showered death and 
wounds on the people of English 
and French cities. When Allied 
airmen began to unload explosives 
in the Rhine cities Berlin sudden- 
ly discovered that this sort of war- 
fare was liable to injure non- com- 
batants and therefore not desir- 
able. The Zepplins stopped raiding 
and Berlin began to plead for a 
suspension of bombing. There is 
nothing new or surprising in this, 
No one is more anxious for the 
protection of law than the outlaw 
who finds himself being punished 
for his crir.es. The bully is always 
afraid of being treated as he treats 
others. Allied airmen have not 
adopted Germany’s standard and 
bombed towns with no military 
objective in view save that of ter- 
rorizing civilians, But they have 
ceased to spare German railway 
centres, military depots, and mu- 
nition factories lest their bombs 
should miss the marks and kill or 
injure civilian residents of the 
neighborhood. Hence the pained 
surprise in Berlin. The Allies, it 
has been discovered, no longer al- 
low Berlin to tell them how they 
may or may not fight. It is ‘‘lese 
majeste;’’ an open challenge to 
the authority of the Kaiser to lay 
down the law for the Allies while 
exempting Germany from law. 
No wonder Berlin is surprised. It 
cannot understand, 

Keep Up The Fight! 

There are some signs that the

A very small percentage of 
the spruce tree is available for such 
| operations, only 15 per cent., and con-

When the Imperial Munitions

{wood in sufficient quantities for the 
growing needs of the British govern- 
ment it found difficulties that would 
have appalled men of weaker fibre. 
The Sitka or Silver Spruce desired 
most was to be found in considerable 
quantities far up the coast of British 
Columbia, on the Queen Charlottes 
| Islands. There were climatic difficul- 
| ties and a serious transportation prob- 
lem to be overcome. But the board 
brushed aside all objections, and lo- 
cated camps in remote sections of 
Moresby, Graham and Charlotte City 
Islands, installed machinery for the 
cutting and sawing operations, and 
began in 1917 an industry that has

Spanish influenza has become aso 
prevalent in the United States that 
some military camps have been closed 
to visitors in an effort to check its 
jepread. It is also common in Canada, 
but fortunately in both countries it is 
| not virulent enough to be an immedi- 
ate cause of death except In very rare 
instances. It is chiefly to be dreaded 
because it weakens the resisting power 
of the body and permits deadiier 
organisms to over-power the citadel. 
Pneumonia, for example, often follows 
influenza, and ft is to be guarded 
against rather on account of what it 
|} may lead to than for the disorder or 
illness it causes itself: In districts 
where there is that overcrowding of 
the population due to poverty, influ- 
lenza may prove a veritable scourge, 
| but this, too, is partly explained by the 
| {l-nourished condition of those whom 
it claims as victims. 

Influenza is often spoken of as a 
new malady, as though it were a 
triumph of the twentieth century like 
the airplane and the phonograph, but 
the truth is that it is probably as old 
as written history, and was accurately , 


i= 


described by medical authors some 
‘hundreds of years ago It is con- 
;teryporaneous with colds, and it is 
| difficult to say when the cold ends | 


and the influenza begins, for, roughly | 
|epeaking, the one may be considered 
| merely a perverse or serious develop- 
|ment of the other. The idea that in- 
fluenza is modern is due to the fact 
that it is only noted when it appears 
in epidemic form, when everybody is

Egypuan influenza at another time for 
ino other reason than that epidemic 
of violent colds had been reported 
from Spain, Russia or Egypt before 
they were noted in this country, but 
they. were developed in Canada by 
Canadian conditions of weather, just 
as they were independently developed 
in Europe and Asia and Africa, The 
words la grippe are merely the French 
equivalent for influenza, and our gen- 
eral practice seems to be to call the 
disorder a cold when it occasions only 
moderate inconvenience, grippe when 
it means a week in bed and influenza 
when the malady is general. The word 
influenza appears to be of Italian 
origin, and was no doubt fastened on 
the disease in the belief that fs ap- 
pearance was influenced by the stars 
which would in itself indicate a rather 
respectable antiquity for it. No doubt 
certain seasons are more likely to 
produce a general outbreak of severe 
colds, grippe or influenza than others, 
and abrupt variations In temperature, 
and especially wet weather, are the | 
favored conditions.

Allied Official Note

Marshal Foch reported to Paris at 
10:25 o'clock Friday morning, Paris 
time, that he had rejected a formal 
request from the German armistice 
delegates for an immediate suspension 
of hositlities, and that the 72 hours 
in which the Germans must answer 
the Allied terms delivered to them 
begin at 11 a.m., Paris time, 

Marshal Foch reported that the 
German envoys arrived at his head- 
quarters with full powers from the 
chancellor, 


Those Who Were Present 
Paris, Nov, 8—(11:50 a.m.)—Mar- 
shal Foch had with him during the 
armistice conferences both a British 
and an American representative. 
Admiral Sir Roslyn Wemyss, First 
Sea Lord, represented Great Britain, 
and Major General Maxim Weygand, 
of the French army, Marshal Foch's 
assistant, was also present. 


Cannot Negotiate 

Washington, Noy. 8.—An _ official 
diplomatic dispatch from France to- 
day emphasized that Marshal Foch is 
empowered only to deliver armistice 
terms to the Germans and receive 
their acceptance, and that peace nego- 
tiations are not the business of the 
military commander, 

Any suspension of hostilities before 
the armistice is signed, even if asked 
on philanthropic grounds, is declared 
to be out of the question, 


Stull Determined to Cloud Issue. 

Paris, Nov, 8—-(5.40 a.m.)—The

Paris. Nov, 8——The German armis- 
tice delegation entered conference 
with Marshal Foch at 9 a.m, in the 
morning.

The white flag bearers reached the 
left wing of General Debeny's army 
near La Capelle, 10 o'clock last night.

ready extended to Russia by the Allies 
will be in vain if “the new help ar- 
rives too late.” 

It adds that every hour of delay 
“threatens, with innumerable calam- 
ities Russia, the Allies and other na- 
tions.” 

The provisional government expects 
the aid of the Allies and the United 
States and “considers itself in the 
right to demand insistently such help,” 
Says the appeal, which is signed by 
Nicholas Avksentieff, president of the 
provisional government, and Oter Vol- 
ogodsky, premier.

PITY THE FARMFR! 

The distressful condition of the On-

8. M. Darling, engineer in charge of 
government testing plant, contributed 
the following to a recent issue of the 
Manitoba Free Press: 

The chemical composition of the 
Saskatchewan lignite opposes many 
obstacles to the successful marketing 
of it in its natural condition. Ita 25 
per cent. of water is poor stuff to pay 
freight on or to put into a furnace. 
It disintegrates of “slacks” very rap- 
idly on exposure to the air and fires 
very quickly from spontaneous com- 
bustion, hence it is not practicable to 
ship it any distance or store it in large 
quantities, Its light gases distil be- 
fore the fixed carbon reaches the tem- 
perature of ignition and, in the ordi- 
nary furnace, escape unconsumed. It 
has not “cooking” quality whatever, 
and when thrown onto the fire crum- 
bles very quickly, giving rise to dif- 
ficulties in firing and substantial loss 
through the grate bars. The mines 
are eompelled to operate at a forced 
rate during the winter and practically 
disband their organization during the 
summer, which, of course, is far from 
satisfactory. 

To market the lignite in a large 
way it must be crushed, to about two 
inches, and thoroughly dried or par- 
tially or wholly carbonized, and the 
resulting products and by-products 
utilized in the several ways for which 
they are best adapted. 

On carbonization, the products in 
round numbers are: 


1. Gas per ton of lignite, 10,000 cu- 
bic feet. 

2. Oil or tar per ton, 20 gallons. 

8. Ammoniacal liquor, 35 gallons. 

4. Carbon residue, 1,200 pounds. 

The work naturallv falls into four 
divisions: 

1. Domestic fuel, for heating, cook- 
ing and lighting. 

2. Fuel for steam raising purposes. 

3. Fuel for gas producers to gen- 
erate electrical energy. 

4. By-products of the carbonizing 
process, 


1. Domestic fuel. (a) Gas, (b) 
lump carbonized lignite, (c) briquets. 

The yields of gas and oil depend 
largely upon the temperature and 
rate of carbonization. th a high 
temperature and quick carbonization 
the yield of gas will be high and of 
oil low; while with a lower temper- 
ature, and longer time in which to 
carbonize, there will be less was and 
more oil. 

The gas has a heating value of 450 
British thermal units per cubic foot 
and makes a good “town gas’ for use 
in stoves and ranges. + 6 eeee 

It contains a good percentage of 
illuminants, but has about 15 per 
cent. of carbon dioxide, which almost 
entirely destroys the illuminating 
power. This carbon dioxide can be 
removed by passing the gas through 
lime, but the process is too expensive 
for commercial ‘application. While 
the gas, therefore, has little value 
when burned in an open flame, it 
gives good service when burned in a 
mantle, But it is serviceable princi- 
pally for fuel and power. 

There is more gas in one ton of 
lignite than is required to carbonize 
the next ton. In practice only suf- 
ficient gas may be removed to supply 
the requsite fuel to carry on the 
process, the remaining portion being 
left to add heating value to the car- 
bon residue; or all may be extracted 
and the surplus used in burning tile, 
brick, etc.; or the entire yield may be 
sold as a “town gas" and the carbon- 
izing carried on by means of lignite 
producer gas. 

From the viewpoint simply of cal- 
orifice efficiency the lump carbonized 
lignite makes a first-class fuel for 


domestic ranges, heating stoves and 
furnaces, The objection is that 
handling produces a great deal of 


dust. I believe that briquetting is 
the solution of this problem. 

I have made and tested these bri- 
quets in three ways—that is, these 


three kinds stood handling, weather- 


ing and burning tests satisfactorily: 


1. 79 per cent dfied lignite, 15 per 
cent good coking coal, 6 per cent 
coal tar pitch, 

2, 79 per cent carbonized lignite, 
15 per cent. coking coal, 6 per cent. 
pitch. 

3. 92 per cent carbonized lignite, 6 
per cent pitch, 2 per cent = starch— 
cheap flour. bran scourines, ete. 

A briquette made from bituminous 
coal holds torether in the fire by rea- 
son of its coking quality. The lig- 
nite coke or carbon has no inherent 


coking quality, hence It ts is necessary 


to put in a binder that will not let go 
nntil it is burned. Starch, in the 
form of cheap flour, bran scourines 
(“red-dor'’') answers admirably and 
has the advantage of adding but little 
ash to the fuel. But a briquet made 
with this hinder alone is not water- 
proof. The 6 per cent. pitch serves 
the purnose of making the briquet 
easier of manipulation upon dropping 
from the press and for some hours 
afterwards, because the pitch “sets” 
quickly and prevents breakage: it 
also water-nroofs the briquet. The 
brinuets made from the carbonized 
lignite ive better results than those 
from the merly dried UMenite. They 
were auite smokeless and burned 
more like anthracite. The dried lig- 
nite briquet requires more’ careful 
handling If it is thrown suddenly 
inte a very hot fire the evolution of 
the lirht eases (which are of course 
removed when the lignite is carbon- 
ized’ is so rapid as to make the bri- 
quet “pop” to pieces and cause some 
smoke Put the percentage of cok- 
ing coal very largely overcomes this 
by coking and thus holding the bri- 
quet together,

As hetween the carhonized lignite 
and the merely dried lignite the ques- 
tion is essentially one of cost. In 
the latter case only the 25 per cent 
of moisture is removed, while in the 
former the reduction in weight, in 
moisture and volatile, is 40 to 50 per 
cent: but a portion of this loss in car- 


bonizing is offset by the  by-pro- 
dnets obtained Further, some addi- 
tional fuel is necessary to dry the 


Henite, while the carbonizing supplies 
(gas) necessary to carry 
on the process 

2. Fuel for Steam Raising Purposes 

The cheapest way we now have of 
raising steam here is by burning raw 
Menite (with its 25 per cent of water) 
the regulation boiler or im- 
true coal for this purpose. 
This is expensive and if manufactur- 
ers are to be interested the cost must 
be gotten down much lower. 

The solution of this problem i¢ to 
burn the dried or partially carbon- 
ized lignite, pulverized to a fine dust, 
as a powdered fuel in a boiler of the 
type of the Bettington This boiler 
was developed in England for burn- 
ing the coal dust that accumulates 
around the collerier there. The dust

is blown into the combustion chamber 
with a strong current of hot air and 


burns similarly to gas. In this way 
the combustion is complete, every 
atom of the fuel value is obtained, 
and there is not the loss that is un- 
avoidable with grates. This is the 
only way in which all of the heat 
units of the licnile can be utilized. 
This lignite should be dried, or if 
partially carbonized 10 t> 15 per cent 
of the latile should remain in fuel. 

Two of these boilers have heen in- 
stalled by the Dominion Coal Co., 
Waterford, Nova Scotia. I have 
shipped a carload of partially car- 
bonized lignite there an! a demon- 
stration will soon be made 


Somewhat elaborate tests are be- 
ing made in the east of powdered’ 
fuel under locomotive bollers Some 
of our Henite will be so tested, Pow- 
dered peat is burned under locomo- 
tives in Sweden. And notwithstand- 
ing the fact that their loads are light- 
er than ours, I believe it is possible 
that powdered lignite may be made 
sefviceable under locomotive boil- 
ers here. There certainly is suf- 
ficient promise to warrant a trial. 
The dried or partially carbonized 
powdered lirnite is of ~~ a first- 
class fuel with which to Burn cement. 

Briquets can be made of the—Jig- 
nite which will give food results on 


the railroad; but I believe it will be 
necessary to incorporate ai substan- 
tial percentage of coking coal. And 


I fear the expense of  briquetting 
would run the cost up to a point 
where the briquets could hardly com- 
pete In nrice, for thie particnlar pur- 
pose, with the coal obtained and 
transported cheanly by the railroads 
from the head of the Iakes and from 
the western fields. This can only be 
determined by actual test. 
8 Fuel for Gas Producers 

The carbonized lienite is one of the 
best of fuels for this purpose. 

A horse power hour can be gotten 
from one pound of the carbonized 
lignite, as onposed to eirht pounds of 
| the raw lIlenite under a steam boller. 


This means as cheap electricity as 
can be gotten anywhere from. solid 
fuel. 


After passing through the carbon- 
izing bench, the lignite is screen- 
ed into several sizes. The dust and 
emaller sizes will be utilized as pow- 
dered fuel and briquetted and the 
| larger sizes consumed in fas produc- 
}ers and on chain grates. For this lat- 
ter purpose some advantage is gained 
by adding a small percentage of cok- 
ing coal. 

This carbonized lienite has a hent- 
ing value of 12,000 to 13,000 British 
thermal units per pound—equal to 
good anthracite and bituminous enal. 

The fact that the licnite crumbles 
when carbonized makes possible a 
|} continuous carhbonizing process, thus 
| obviating the laborious and exnensive 
charging and drawing of retorts, as 
practised in coal gas plants. It also 
gives up its volatile much more 
readily than coal, hence it is not 
necessary to carry the high tempera- 
tures that are essential to the coking 


of bituminous coal. The entire pro- 
cess is mechanical. The costly ele- 
ment of labor is reduced practically 


to that required for merely watching 
the operation. 
4. By-products 
The ammonincal lHquor yielde about 
15 Ibs. of sulphate of ammonia per 
ton of lignite, worth 3 to 3% cents per 
pound as a fertilizer.

The time is not yet ripe for a cen-

To sum up: Using the dried lignite 
as a powdered fuel for raising steam 
in a boiler of the type of the Betting- 
ton, the lump carbonized lignite in 
gas producers for the generation of 
electrical power, and briquetting the 
carbonized lignite fines to meet the 
large demand for domestic fuel, Es
